Contracts are worthless tun less they are binding, and deliber­ 
ate breaking of contracts, if passed over without censure, would 
lead to the breakdown of all organized life in which contracts be­ 
tween parties determine what one |>arty is to do in consideration 
of certain terms which the other party engages to fulfill. There­ 
fore, when the public sees that a contract lias been broken, it de­ 
cides that either party to the breech of the contract must be speed­ 
ily condemned, and the public concludes that the submission of 
claims that the other party to the contract did not live up to its 
terms does not justify individuals in breaking a contract that is 
made by an organization to which they belong. 
Until the organ 
izatkm of which they are members decides that the contract must 
net stand, it is not for the individual to break the contract.

ericans are larger. Therefore, the question to be faced is this: Do 
Americans wish to have this country peopled by their owm descend­ 
ants or by those of immigrants? 
The second reason why immigration should not be largely in­ 
creased lies in the fact that American industries are unable to util­ 
ize the labor of those who are already within our borders. 
It is 
true that at this time the labor demand is high, and that the threat­ 
ened shortage of labor is the excuse offered by those who, as lead­ 
ers of industry, ask that the bars be let down. 
The fact of the present high labor demand does not alter the 
condition in such industries as mining, wherein there are over 
200,000 extra men who cannot be utilized by the industry after the 
present intlated demand for coal has passed. These extra workers 
will be east aside altogether, or they will work b o ta few hours each 
week as soon as the exorbitant demand for coal, resulting from 
the shortage growing out of the coal miners’ strike, has been met. 
There is no sensible excuse for lowering the bars and admit­ 
ting immigrants in large numbers so long as such conditions ob­ 
tain. Managers of industry sHbufd be required to utilize the labor 
already present in America in such a way as to secure full time 
employment for their workers. So long as men are thrown out of 
work as soon as conditions make their services unnecessary to their 
employers, and no opportunity is given these men to work at other 
jobs, the voices of employers of labor who ask for more immigrants 
to provide cheap labor for them must not be heeded. 
Labor is al­ 
ready cheap in America, 
ft is so cheap that employers have not 
found it necessary to provide for the sane use, at full time, of the 
laborers already here. 
Whether the demand for labor is large or small, the demand 
that life makes upon the laborer continues. He must meet this de­ 
mand if he and his dependents are I olive.

W i l l i a m (I. Lee, president of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, when informed that eight men had been convicted of 
conspiracy to obstruct interstate commerce by their activities last 
August when they left their trains, said that he was not surprised 
and that his organization had never sanctioned such violations of 
contract. 
Without knowledge of the evidence introduced during tile 
triad, but with the decision of tile jury regularly registered, all 
fair-minded people will agree that there is no hope of any kind of 
stability if contracts are deliberately broken. 
A great deal of prejudice was aroused against Germany when 
she was accused of treating, as a scrap of paper, the treaty which 
she had duly signed guaranteeing that she would not violate the 
neutrality of Belgium. 
When such a treaty is violated, or when a 
definite contract is broken, the public does not consider bxtenuat- 
ing circumstances; it is enough for the public that a binding agree­ 
ment has been broken, and the public does not wait until it has been 
told ot abuses by the other party before coining to ifs conclusion. 
Contracts are worthless unless they are binding, and deliber­ 
ate breaking of contracts, if passed over without censure, would 
lead to the breakdown of all organized life in which contracts be­ 
tween parties determine'what one i>arty is to do in consideration 
of certain terms which the other party engages to fulfill. There­ 
fore, when the public sees that a contract has been broken, it de­ 
cides that either party to the breech of the contract must be speed­ 
ily condemned, and the public concludes that the submission of 
claims that the other party to the contract did not live up to its 
terms does not justify individuals in breaking a contract that is 
made by an organization to which they belong. 
Until the organ­ 
ization of which they are members decides that the contract must 
not stand, it is not for the individual to break the contract. 
So 
long as he is a member of the organization he is bound by the con­ 
tract signed by the organization. 
If he withdraws from the or­ 
ganization lie may do as he pleases, so long as he keeps within the 
law of the state or the nation. 
Society demands that contracts 
made in good faith be considered as inviolable.
